"Tho gSHCs em|i|oycd by tho (ier- 
mans have been ejected from jiipen laid 
ii.to trenches. It has been jiroiluceil 
also by the explosion of sheoU espec 
iaily manufactured for this purpose. 

"(iermaii troops who attacked under 
cover of these gases were provided with 
es|iecially designed resjiirators, which 
were issued in sealetl £4<ilK<°*..^ 
points on the line. This shows methodi. 
cal jircparation on a lar^-e -,ca'i'. 

"A week boforo thu Uermans first 
used this mathod thay announced in 
their reports that we ware making use 
of asphyxiating gases. At that time 
there appeared to be no reason for this 
astounding falsehood. Mow it is ob 
vious that it waa part of a Mhamo, and 

it Is further [■roof of the deliberate na 
turo of tho iutroduction by the Uer- 
mans of this new and illegal weapon. 
It shows they raeognisad its illegality 
and that they wara aaxiow to foraatall 
neutral and poaalbly domaatia eroti- 
cisms. 

"Since the anaaqr ftrst OMde asa of 

this method of covering Ua advance 
with a cloud of poisoned air, he hai re- 
peated it both in utfensive and defen- 
sive whenever the wind has been favor- 
able. 

"The effect of this poison ia not 
merely disabling or painlessly fatal, as 
has been suggested in tho German press. 
Those vietiais wko do net snecumb on 
the tald iad who eaa not be brought 
into hospitals tuffor acutely, and a larn'' 
proportion of the cases die a painful 
and Ua^arihg daatk. 

"Those who snrrive are in little 
better shape, as the injury to their 
lungs appears to be of a permanent 
cbaraeter and reduces them to a condi 
ttoa wMak'peiaia to their being invalids 
for life. These effects must have been 
well known tu Ciermun scientists who 
devised this new weapon and to the 
military authoritiea who sanctioned its

Washington. May 4.— President Wil- 
son discUHsod briefly with his cabinet 
today the torpedoing of the American 
steamer Oulflight off the Bcilly islands, 

hilt in the alisciioe of a detailixl report 
on till' incident, uo policy was forinu 
lated. 

Ufiiciala want to eatablish beyond 
doirbt whether the veaael was struck 
liy a torpedo or a mine aad if |<ossiliIe, 
the nationality of the expolaive. .^ec 
rotary Bryan atated today that until 
theae faets wore ia hand, no predictions 
could be made aa to tka course of the 
United States gOverameat. Thus far 
it ia definitely known only that a sub 
marine was sighted by one of the of 
fliers of the (iulfliglit two minutes be- 
fore tile attack and that the submarine 
submerged immediately. 

To enable the Qennaa government to 
present any information it may have, 
Serretary Bryan explained that an in- 
i|uiry bad been sent to Ambassador 
(ierard. Thia action, ho aald, aboald 
not be i;onstrued as .implying that the 
I'uited States aaaumed that a German 
subniariae bad attacked the Onlf- 
liKht. 

The Preaideat had before him for 

consideration preliminary reports from 
American Consul Stephens at I'ly 
mouth, telling, of the torpedoing of the 
steamer in the English channel on Sat- 
urday, which roaultad in the death of 

her I'liptaiii from heart failure aad the 
<lriiwning of two of her cruw^; 

Theae reporta were aubmitted to the 
President by Secretary Bryan, who has 
directed Consul Stephens and Am- 
bassador Gerard at Berlin to make u 
thorough inquiry into the wrecking of 
the steamer. 

.\lthough state department officials 
who have looked into the legal phases 
of matters based on tho preliminary 
reporta are convinced that there was 
no exenae for the attack on the Gulf- 
light, .''ecret.'iry Bryan reiterated his 
sUtteuient that, until tho facts iu the 
ease ar» ia hand, no decision wonid 
be reached as to the American gov 
eminent 's policy or its representations 
to {(crnian.v. 

The United States, • however, prob- 
ably will deeiaai aaqile reparation in 
case the inquiry discloses that a Ger 
man submarine made the attack. 

When asked loiiierning tlie rase of 
LeoB U. Threaher, an American drown 
e<l whea the BrIUak ateamer Falaba 
w as sunk by a German snbmarlne, Pres- 
ident Wilsoa revealed that no ropre- 
sentatious have ns yet been made to 
Oerauny, that very probably will be 
treated with the other eases t|iat had 
arisen, as in his opinion the.v all seem- 
ed a part uf tho war aoa« jircum- 
staaeae.
